Hon. Charles Stewart announces that 
a motor road will be built from Banff to 
Jasper Park. That is ral ie Whee 
should arrest the attention of the on- 
ton city council, the Motor Association, 
and the Chamber of Commerce. At pre- 
sent Jasper is isolated from the motoring 
world except in very favorable weather, 
when cars do occasionally make the trip 
from Edmonton. If in the circumstances 
this city gets little benefit from the Park, 
it at least is no worse off in that respect 
than other centres. 

But with a motor road from Banff to 
Jasper, the Park will be reachable at any 
time from Calgary, from Vancouver, from 
the United States—from almost any- 
where and everywhere except from Ed- 
monton. If this city is to get a “look-in” 
at the motor tourist business which will 
develop when that road is constructed, 
pressure should be brought to bear on the 
Provincial Government to have the Ed- 
monton-Jasper highway completed as an 
all-weather road by the time the Banff- 
Jasper highway is opened.

| Results of Widespread Survey of Social Ser- 


vice Work in Edmonton Comes 
From Montreal 


Appointment of a social service ex-+ 
change and family case work service 
is recommended tn @ lengthy report 
from Miss Marjorie Bradford, social 
worker of Montreal, who conducted a 
survey in the city last summer, The 
report also urges the appointment of 
& council, representative of public 
and private social services and clubs 
or associations interested in 
service 


Miss Bradford recommends that the | 


council consist of two representatives 
of each member organization and that 
each separate provincial or municipal 
government, each denomination of | 
the Protestant church and Roman 
Catholic church and each separate 
social service organization. club or 
body be considered eligible for 
membership in the council, 


Cost is High 

The cost of administration work 
alone is estimated at $8,000 a year, in- 
cluding office rent, pay of employees 
and incidental expenses, 

Miss Bradford spent some weeks in 
the city reviewing the work of social 
service organizations and the need of 
such work in the city and her report 
is very complete, dealing with all 
phases, Among the agencies which 
were considered in the survey were 
the dominion government department 
of immigration and colo,ization, the 
provincial government department of 
public health, the city relief depart- 
ment, the Salvation Army, the 
canteen fund, the Canadian Legion, 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, the 
Edmonton Bulletin “Not Forgotten 
Fund,” and other special relief funds, 
the Edmonton Journal Sunshine So- 
ciety, 14 city churches, the Catholic 
Women's League, La  Verandrye 
Knights of Columbus council, the 
Royal Society of St. George, Nor- 
thumberland and Durham Association. 
Order of the Royal Purple, Kin 
Albert Society, Elks’ Lodge, Imperial 
Order Daughters of the -Empire, All 
Peoples’ church, al) of these 32 or- 
ganizations being interested in 
business of helping the poor and 
needy. 

Need Organization 

Need of organized social service 
work to prevent overlapping and en- 
courage efficient and economical ad- 
ministration work. is strongly em- 
phasized in the report. Centraliza- 
tion of service and the substitution 
of one administrative body instead of 
30 or 40 as at present ts recommended. 

Huge sums are spent ¢nnually in re- 
lief and socie! service work, the re- 
port points out and asks why these 
huge tasks of distribution should not 
be placed on an eficifent basis 

Unemployment problems are re- 
viewed at length and the care of de- 
pendent, neglected ane delinquent 
children is also discussed 

The report discussed 
aspects of social service work at 
length. Copies of the report are 
being circulated among members of 
survey committee who will study ft. 
An early meeting will be called to 
discuss the recommendations

“To my mind,” Mr, Stewart said, 
“there is nothing difficult about the 
essentials of a proper forest policy, 
nor can thefe be anything antagon- 
istic to the interests of the lumbermen 
or any other forest user.” 

The trouble had been he pointed 
out, that in the past the producing 
power of the soil has been entirely 
disregarded, 

The operations of the lumber in- 
dustry, together, with the ravages of 
forest fires had reduced large areas 
formerly of high value to barren 
waste, 

“My point is,” he continued, “that 
we have ill-treated these lands, and 
now have on our hands, in many 
ith y of the country, areas of idle 
and, non-revenue f 
burden to the comniunities in which 
they exist.”
